“It is this downward, ever down- 
ward, pressure of regulation and the 
confusion ‘of regulation resulting 
which is @ menace to the f@ir and 
reasonable earnings of railroads, and 
it is this presumption of unfairness 
of the rate in the public mind against 
which the rafiroads must appeal to 
all fair-minded men, to all men of 
good citiaenship. The large body of 
citizens in’ every community desire to 
know that what is done is just, and 
are ready to condemn that which does 
not savor of fair-dealing whether in 
the principle or the application of that 
principle. 

RESTRAINTS OF REGULATION. 

“] present, therefore, for your very 
serious consideration the proposition 
that as regulation obviously imposes 


in principle ftmpose restraints also 
upon those who regulate. The rail- 
roads ask that commissions who ad- 
minister regulations shal! be expected 
to balance the scales of justice een-

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United States Seems Destined to Undergo Some Un- 
pleasant Experiences With Great Britain, According 
to Washington Observers— Administration Forces Are 


to stand in connection with the de- 
mand for arbitration of the toll ques- 
tion as embodied in a note from Am- 
bassador Bryrte. which Secretary of 
State Knox made public tonight. 
FORCES DIVIDED. 
At the start certain members of the 
Cabinet stood out strongly in favor of 
making no discrimination In favor of 
American shipping passing through 
the canal, holding that this govern- 
ment had no right under the treaty 
with Great Britain to do so. The 
President, against this judgment and 
that of the Senate experts on forcign 
relations, held to the right of this 
government to act as it pleased with 
respect to veasels fiying the national 
flag. If indications be correct he is 
not pleased that members of his of- 
ficial family should advance opinions 
in this serious matter that are an- 
tagonistic to his own. It ia readily 
comprehended that England will be 
fortified in its position through the 
fact that the idea of the “right” of the 
United States in thie matter is not 
recognized unanimously by officials on 
his side... Secretary Stimson, it is to 
be noted, defends the “right” of the 
government to provide for toll exemp- 
tion, but his argument that the remis- 
sion is not necessary is regarded as 
only another way of suggesting the 
inadvisability if not the total im- 
propriety of the whole preceeding. 
TEMPER OF CONGRESS. 
The temper of Congress, however, 
has been such that sentiment must 
undergo a violent reversal in order to 
make any change in the law as it 
stands. It is doubtful at this writing 
whether the British note demanding 
arbitration unless the obnoxious pro- | 
vision is removed frem the law 
enacted at the last session will cause 
the temper of Congress to change; it 
may intensify the spirit thet pre- 
vaiied when the measure was passed. 
All the surface indications are that 
we are in for an unpleasant expe- 
rience with Great. Britain which will 
demand arbitration of something that 
many of our present-day statesmen 
are determined not to arbitrate under 
any circumstances. The Wlilsen ad- 
ministration is likely to inherit the 
unfortunate controversy. In that con- 
nection it is most interesting to spec- 
ulate on the position President Wil- 
son and his Cabinet will assume. The 
Taft policy may be overturned. The 
situation will be complicated should 
the Democratic Cabinet, like the 
present, be divi in opinion and thus 
start off in a spirit that fs not har- 


monious. 

. A CONFESSION. 

The tenableness of the position 
which the American government has 
been compelled to assume is strength- 
ened in no manner by the suggestion 
of Senator McCumber that we may 
avoid arbitration without ground for 
offense by availing ourselves of the 
lapse of the arbitration convention 
with Great Britain next spring. Ina 
sense it is a confession that we are 
violating the provisions of the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty and are seeking to 
avoid the consequences of perfidy by 
depending upon the termination of the 
agreement for arbitrating differences 
arising under that treaty.

“NEUTRALIZATION.” 

The word “neutralization” in the 
preamble of the  Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty is not confined to belligerent 
operations, but refers to the system 
of equa! rights for which article No. 
8 provides. Joint protection and equal 
treatment are the only matters al- 
Iuded to, te which that neutralization 
must refer. 
“It certainly was not the intention 
of the United States government,” 
says Grey, “that any responsibility for 
the protection of the canal should at- 
tach to them in the future. Neutraliza- 
tion, therefure, must refer to the sys- 
tem of equal rights.” 
The note declares that the situatlo 
created by the substitution of the 
Hay-Pauncefote treaty for the Clay- 
ton-Bulwer treaty was identical with 
that resulting from the boundary 
waters treaty of 1909 between Great 
Britain and the United States, which 
in brief provided that the boundary 
waters should be free and open to 
commerce “applying equally and 
without discrimination to the inhab- 
‘itants, ships, vessels and boats of 
both countries but all suah 
rules and regulations, all tolls chargéd 
shall apply allke to the subjects, or 
citizens, of the high contracting par- 
ties and they shall be placed on terms 
of equality in the use: thereof.”

BELLIGERENT RIGHTS. 

Sir Edward Grey continues: 

“Now that the United States has 
become the practical sovereign of the 
canal, His Majesty’s government may 
not question its title to exercise bellig- 
erent rights for its protection.” 

The next point made is that the ex- 
emption of American coastwise ship- 
ping from tolls would violate the un- 
dertaking that the tolls should ‘‘be 
just and equitable,” unless the whole 
volume of shipping passing through 
the canal is taken into account, there 
are no means of determining whether 
the tolls charged upon any particular 
vessel represent her fair proportion 
of the current expenditure properly 
chargeable against the canal. There 
is no guarantee that the vessels upon 
which tolls are being levied are not 
being made to bear more than their 
fair share of the upkeep. Therefore 
the British contention is that all ves- 
‘sels passing through the canal, what- 
ever their flag or character, shall be 
taken into account in fixing the 
amount of the tolls.” 

TAFTS CONTENTION. 

Regarding the President's conten- 
tion that the effect of the British 
claim would be to prevent the United 
State from aiding its own commerce 
in a Way that all nations may do, it 
is said that this it not so. Equal treat- 
ment as specified in the treaty is all 
that the British government claims. 
But it does not follow that the United 
States may not debarred by the 
treaty from granting a subsidy to cer- 
tain shipping in a particular way, if 
the effect would be to impose upon 
British or other foreign shipping an 
unfair share of the burden of the 
upkeep of the canal or to create a 
discrimination or prejudice British 
shipping: rights. 

Therefore, it is held that the 
exemption of the American coastwise 
shipping as well as of Panaman ship- 
ping clearly conflicts with the treaty 
guarantees of equal treatment for 
British and American ships and that 
interests of foreign nations would 
thereby be seriously injured in two 
respects. First, in placing the entire 
cost of the building of the canal upon 
foreign vessels, and second, in placing 
the American coastwise trade in 4 
preferential position as regards other 
shipping. Thus, it ~— be that a 
cargo intended for a United States 
port beyond the canal in either di- 
rection shipped on a foreign ship 
could be sent to its destination more 
cheaply by being landed at a United 
States port before reaching the canal 
and thence forwarded as coastwise 
trade. American vessels also may 
combine foreign commerce with coast- 
wise trade, thereby entering into di- 
rect competition with foreign ves- 
sels while they retained the right of 
free passage through the canal. 
These results would fall more severe- 
ly op British shipping than on any
